After  many  years  of  daring  to  dream, 
of  discussion  and  doing,  sometimes 
even  of  doubting  and  debating,  the 
day  has  ultimately  arrived.

We  are  building 
classrooms  so  that  Jewish  children 
will  raise  their  voices  in  joy  as  they 
discover,  each  day,  a  new  insight  and 
a  new  flash  of  wisdom  in  their  rich 
heritage.  We  are  building  facilities 
where  young  people  may  meet  to¬ 
gether  in  joy  as  they  celebrate  the 
festivals  of  our  faith.  We  are  pro¬ 
viding  a  multitude  of  areas  where 
young  and  old  alike  will  meet  in  joyful 
fellowship,  to  strengthen  their  ties  to 
each  other  and  to  deepen  their  know¬ 
ledge  of  Judaism.  From  all  of  this 
there  will  emerge  a  new  generation, 
knowledgeable  and  at  home  in  their 
religious  faith,  well  versed  in  Hebraic 
culture  and  ready  to  take  up  their 
responsibilities  as  active  members  of 
the  Jewish  community. 

For  the  privilege  of  participating  in 
a  venture  of  such  a  high  order,  we 
should  consider  ourselves  fortunate 


indeed.  And  we  shall  have  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  stand  together  and  mark 
the  beginning  of  a  new  era  for  our 
congregation  on  Sunday  morning, 
April  16,  when  we  gather  as  one 
family  for  the  gound  breaking  cere¬ 
mony.  Let  there  be  a  throng  of  proud 
members  of  our  Synagogue  to  rejoice 
together  in  this  historic  occasion.

NBC-TV  Mini-Series 
“Holocaust”  in  April 

NBC-TV,  Channel  4,  will  telecast,  on 
four  successive  nights,  April  16,  17, 
18  and  19,  the  story  of  a  gentle, 
compassionate  Jewish  doctor  and  his 
family  from  the  years  1935  through 
1945.  Entitled  Holocaust,  this  series 
portrays  the  way  in  which  each  mem¬ 
ber  of  this  family  was  buffeted  by 
the  brutality  and  bestiality  of  the 
Nazis.  Paralleling  the  tragedy  of  this 
family  is  the  story  of  an  ambitious 
young  German  lawyer  who,  prodded 
by  his  even  more  ambitious  wife, 
joins  the  SS  and  becomes  an  aide  to 
the  chief  planner  of  the  annihilation 
of  the  Jews. 

Holocaust  based  on  actual  records, 
features  an  original  screen  play  by 
the  American  novelist  Gerald  Green 
(“The  Last  Angry  Man”].  It  is  pro¬ 
duced  by  Emmy  Award  Winner 
Herbert  Brodkin  and  Robert  Berger 
(“The  Defenders”].  Marvin  Chomsky, 
the  director  of  “Roots”,  is  the  director 
of  “Holocaust”. 

Rosemary  Harris,  Michael  Moriarty, 
George  Rose,  and  Fritz  Weaver  are 
featured  in  the  cast  of  this  nine  hour, 
prime-time  production.
